DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Applicant's Amendments and Accompanying Remarks, filed March 31, 2003 , have 
been entered as Paper No. 4 and have been carefully considered- Claims 1 - 7 have been 
amended, claim 8 has been cancelled and claims 1 - 7 are pending. The invention as currently 
claimed is not found to be patentable for reasons herein below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 - 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. Claims 1 - 7 are indefinite because it is unclear what constitutes a quilt batt, backing 
material of a quilt and top fabric of a quilt. What differentiates a quilt batt from a generic non- 
woven material? Is the backing material or top material of a quilt woven, non-woven or knitted? 
What distinguishes it from a generic woven, knitted or non-woven material? For the purposes of 
examination at the time, the Examiner will interpret quilt batt to be a nonwoven textile fabric and 
a backing material or top fabric of a quilt to be a woven, knitted or non-woven fabric. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
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5. Claims 1 - 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lauchenauer 
(US 3,922,418). The details of the rejection can be found in paragraph 6 of Paper No. 3. 
Rejection is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed March 3 1 , 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

7. As to the Applicant's arguments regarding that the Lauchenauer patent does disclose the 
limitations of Applicant's claim 1, the Examiner respectfully argues the contrary. Lauchenauer 
teaches that the adhesive is attached to a textile sheet material, which may be a woven, knitted or 
non-woven fabric (column 2, lines 65 - 69 and column 3, lines 1-10). The Applicant does not 
differentiate in the claim language between a non-woven fabric and a quilt batt. Without any 
particular limitations set forth by the Applicant, the non-woven fabric of Lauchenauer could be 
used as Applicant's "quilt batt". Additionally, the backing material of a quilt and top fabric of a 
quilt are not distinguished from a generic garment or shirt fabric. Does the backing material of a 
quilt have stitching, a certain thickness or any other design characteristics?
